crop of wheat, barley, oats or hay, 
this year, according to reliable in­ 
formation here today. 
Tile wheat yield for some sections 
of the state will not average over 
seven or eight bushels to the acre. 
Reports from several counties show 
that the wheat will not run over live 
or six bushels to the acre and it will 
take 
from 
thirty 
to 
thirty-five 
pounds to make a bushel. 
The high temperature which hov­ 
ered over the state, starting about 
June first was given as the reason. 
Last year Indiana raised more than 
thirty-two million bushels of wheat. 
This year it will he fortunate to make 
reports of twenty-six million bushels 
it was said. 
Hot weather set iii about the time 
that 
wheat, corn and oats were in 
bloom. 
These grains as a rule can 
stand about two hot days. 
Should 
the hot weather continue, as it did, 
the bloom in most eases is destroy­ 
ed. 
A report from a farmer in Dubois 
county, sent to a government official 
here showed that he expected to get 
from IO to 14 bushels of wheat per 
acre. He actually got an average of 
from five to six bushels. 
A report 
from Posey county showed that the 
tanner expected about six thousand 
bushels and really got 2,000. 
The hay crop, according to 
an 
authority on crops, will he very light. 
The hot weather has killed the thick 
and heavy hay and has left only the 
undergrowth, this having been pro­ 
tected from the sun by the heavy 
hay which was on top to cover it. 
One farmer reported that his hay was 
so light that he was forced to use a 
barley fork, a five prong fork, while 
hay is usually loaded with a 
tliree 
and sometimes two prong fork. 
The oats crop will run very small, 
approximately a million bushels less 
than last year, and will weigh from 
forty to forty-five pounds to the bu­ 
shel.

England, France 
States and Japan now are spend­ 
ing each year for past wars and

England’s w ar charge is approxi­ 
mately sixty percent of her total re­ 
venues while France is plunging at 
the rate of 90 per cent. Seventy-five 
cents out of each dollar collected by* 
the LL S. government goes for

maintenance of the army, navy, in­ 
terest on the war debt and to sup­ 
port railroads and ships under obli­ 
gations acquired as a result of the 
great war. Italy is spending approx­

general 
throughout the county that manu­ 
facturers were slow in filling addi­ 
tional orders. A 
representative 
of 
one 
large 
manufactumg 
concern 
which- specializes in men’s summer 
suits told a local merchant a 
few 
days ago that his concern already 
had orders enough on file to keep the 
entire factory in operation for the 
remainder of the summer season. He 
said his firm found, it necessary to 
reject additional orders 
this year. 
The demand for straw hats has been 
correspondingly large, according to 
/local dealers.
